Ironically, as I return to 
the Sierra Madre News af¬ 
ter a six month layoff, a 
theme I find in the City 
government, and one I left 
with, is the early departure 
from the workplace. It was 
shortly before I left that 
then-City Manager Sean 
Joyce moved on to South 
Pasadena, taking with him 
Anne B. McIntosh. I return 
to find that Police Chief 
Joe Surgent will be leaving 
shortly. 

With that in mind, we 
spoke to Jim McRea, City 
Manager for over several 
years in Sierra Madre. 
Close to two decades 
seems like something of an 
eternity by current stan¬ 
dards. But what happened 
to McRea? Are things so 
different now from the 


way they were then? Are 
people different? Is the job 
different? McRea current¬ 
ly resides in Woodland 
Hills, where he was con¬ 
tacted by telephone to 
share his thoughts. 

The first thing McRea 
wanted to make clear was 
very simple: “I was there 
(Sierra Madre) 23 years, 
and I enjoyed every 
minute of it.” Looking 
back on his years as City 
Manager, McRea said, 
“We had a few problems 
here and there, but basical¬ 
ly it’s not that tough coor¬ 
dinating employees. Man¬ 
agers have to balance per¬ 
sonalities.” McRea points 
out that by virtue of its 
size. Sierra Madre is natu¬ 
rally a City in which peo¬ 
ple in public administra-

tion tend to move on. 
“Most people stay (in City 
government in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre) for three to five years, 
or they’ll settle down and 
stay 10-15 years.” 

McRea defined his idea 
of City Managership as 
“Keeping people happy 
and productive and look¬ 
ing to the City Council for 
guidance,” adding, “Peo¬ 
ple have to remember that 
City Managers don’t set 
policy; they implement the 
Council’s policies.” 

McRea is looking to re¬ 
turn to City Management. 
After leaving Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, he did some work in 
Perris, California. For the 
last few years, he has been 
taking time off His home 
was located two blocks 
from the Northridge earth¬ 
quake of early 1994, which 
‘displaced’ his house. 

McRea says, “I’ve en¬ 
joyed the retirement very 
much. Having some time 
off was great. I’m looking 
forward to getting back to 
work.” It seems like a cli¬ 
che when you keep hear¬ 
ing it from people who live 
or work in town, but even 
long after his departure, 
McRea says, “Los Angeles 
doesn’t have another city 
like Sierra Madre. When 
the time is right for me to 
retire. I’ll probably move 
back to a small communi¬ 
ty-” 

As he looks ahead to 
another position in City 
Administration, what does 
the job mean to Jim

left and south on Baldwin 
to the main station house at 
the island on Kersting 
Court. The Big Red Car 
stopped there to pick up 
more passengers. It was a 
magnificent station house, 
painted all gray with beau¬ 
tiful benches all lined up 
inside and out. The walls 
all around were covered 
with windows to see 
through. 

As soon as the new pas¬ 
sengers came aboard and 
got seated we took off 
again. We would go west 
on Sierra Madre Blvd., 
down the middle of the 
street, through Hastings 
Ranch, which was not de¬ 
veloped yet, continuing 
past the grape vineyards 
and orange groves and 
down the hill. The Big 
Red Car would pick up 
speed going west from Si¬ 
erra Madre Villa. Clacki- 
ty-clack went the wheels 
of The Big Red Car and it 
would rock gently back 
and forth down Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. And around the 
bend all the way to Colo¬ 
rado Blvd. We crossed 
Colorado Blvd. at Sierra 
Madre Blvd., and went to 
the south side of the street 
and stopped there in the 
middle of the street at an¬ 
other smaller station 
house. In those days that 
location was called La- 
manda Park. 

Often we would stop 
there and get off The Big 
Red Car and go shopping 
in Pasadena. What was 
more fun was to stay on 
The Big Red Car and con¬ 
tinue on until we reached 
down town Los Angeles. 
Once we arrived in Los 
1 , Angeles, we would get off 
to do Mom’s shopping. 
When we were finished we 
always ate lunch. Mom 
would give me my choice 
of which place to eat. We 
had two restaurants that 
were our favorites; going 
to the Pig ‘n Whistle where 
they had the best milk 
shakes in my world or at 
Clifton’s Cafeteria down 
the street. 

Clifton’s was all dark 
inside like a grotto and you 
walked through a cave like 
setting before you got to 
the cafeteria line. Boy, 
that was really fun. I got to 
pick out whatever I want¬ 
ed from the little plates of 
food that were presented.

It all started three years 
ago. After reading an arti¬ 
cle in the Los Angeles 
Times article, Natalie San¬ 
doval and Alex Johnstone 
hunted for the remains of 
an old Japanese garden at 
Sierra Madre Primary 
School. They found a rem¬ 
nant or two, and the result 
was a second job for Lew 
Watanabe. OK, that’s not 
exactly how it happened. 
Many people have donated 
time and money to the res¬ 
toration of the Japanese 
garden, but most people 
involved would have to 
agree that Lew’s time and 
energy have gone a long 
way towards its continued 
beauty. 

Lew becamed involved 
after receiving a phone call 
from Natalie’s mother, 
Linda Sandoval, asking if 
he could lend some exper¬ 
tise to the restoration. Lew 
calls Linda an “unsung 
hero” of the garden, and 
says that she’s done “an in¬ 
credible amount of work.” 
Bill McKernan set up 
much of the materials pur¬ 
chasing and donated his 
time for sketching and 
conceptualization. At Sier¬ 
ra Madre Primary School,

that H.A.I. can rely on to host a student each year. Skiles 
calls her experience “absolutely fantastic,” and says 
“The girls have always been delightful and very eager 
to learn about American ways of life.” Skiles has stayed 
in touch with 3/4 of the students who have stayed with 
her. When asked which excursion the girls seemed to 
enjoy the most, she said, “All of them, for different rea¬ 
sons. They love the culture of the Huntington Library, 
and they have fun at Disneyland and compare it to To¬ 
kyo Disneyland. Then, of course, they just enjoy spend¬ 
ing time with the host families. We try to make it a very 
well-rounded experience.” 


The Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team has just 
received two late-model Chevrolet Suburbans, an in- 
kind grant from the H.N. and Frances C. Berger Foun¬ 
dation of Palm Desert. The 1993 four-wheel-drive and 
the 1994 two-wheel drive Suburbans will be added to 
the two trucks the team already owns, greatly increas¬ 
ing the team’s response capabilities to search and res¬ 
cue operations around the state, as well as here in the 
local San Gabriel mountains. The team currently oper¬ 
ates a 1968 Dodge four-wheel drive truck, and a 1984 
Ford van. The latter was donated to the team in 1984 
by the Pasadena Foundation. Both current trucks are 
identically equipped with extensive radio, medical, and 
rescue equipment, allowing the team to respond to more 
than one operation at a time, something that has hap¬ 
pened many times in the past. The new four-wheel-drive 
vehicle will give the team, for the first time, the ability 
to transport an injured victim in a litter, or stretcher, over 
back country roads in the local National Forest, some¬ 
thing that previously required team members to use their 
own personal four-wheel-drive vehicles. The new two- 
wheel drive truck will be used primarily to transport 
personnel to search and rescue operations outside the 
local area. Up to eight team members and their equip¬ 
ment will be able to ride together to operations from Baja 
to the Northern Sierra, instead of having to go in sever¬ 
al personal vehicles. 

The Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team, the old¬ 
est organized mountain rescue team in California, was 
formed in 1951, and currently has 26 members, all vol¬ 
unteers. The team recently moved into its new headquar¬ 
ters in Sierra Madre, a former Los Angeles County Fire 
Station now owned by the team.

Too Hot? Don’t Whine, Drink Wine! 

Summer has arrived, especially this week in full force. 
Triple digit temperatures have seemed to squelch out¬ 
door barbecues and have us looking for lighter and less 
complicated fare. This in turn, makes our wine choices 
to be much of the same. Briskly chilled whites and even 
some gently cooled reds are the logical choices. 

Delicately sweet and fruity Chenin Blancs, crisp Sau- 
vignon Blancs, and even French Beaujolais make deli¬ 
cious and refreshing aperitifs. 

Riesling, as consumers are quickly discovering, can 
be highly versatile with “picnic” foods. The lightest 
styles of Rieslings from Germany are labeled Kabinett 
and most from Alsace are very dry. They make great 
matches with lighter pastas and cream sauces, as their 
crisp acidity balanced with a touch of sweetness cuts 
through the richness of most of these dishes, and also 
blend well with their texture and creaminess. 

In California, the terms White or Johannisberg are 
used to denote the true German Riesling. Many winer¬ 
ies who produce Riesling will make two styles, with the 
Alsatian .style usually labeled as Dry White Riesling. 
Ventana Vineyards, in Monterey and Firestone Santa 
Ynez are both producing fine examples. 

Gewurztraminer, a varietal traditionally grown in 
Alsace and California, offers a sweet spice aroma but is 
usually very dry. It is best matched with Asian dishes, 
especially Chinese or simply on its own. Gundlach- 
Bundschu in Sonoma, from their Rhinefarm Vineyards, 
produce an outstanding, dry Alsation style Gewurztra-

During a August 5 Council meeting taut with tension, 
it was announced that Arcadia’s proposed Fire Suppres¬ 
sion Assessment had overwhelmingly been rejected by 
voters. Only 29 percent of those voting supported the 
measure while 71 percent refused to approve the $2.2 
million tax increase. Of the 15,819 ballots that were 
mailed to property owners, only 6,266 ballots were re¬ 
turned.

munity; nevertheless, the impact will be felt.” 

The next step for the Arcadia City Council is to de¬ 
cide which municipal services will be affected by the im¬ 
pending budget cuts. 

Overnight parking permits for Arcadia will now cost 
$84 annually, an increase from the previous cost of $60. 
The Council unanimously agreed to add supplements to 
the overnight street parking forms which will require ap¬ 
plicants to swear, under jjenalty of perjury, they have no 
parking spaces on their properties. The first goal of the 
ordinance is to reduce overnight parking, and secondly, 
to increase revenue. 

The Santa Anita Fashion Park Mall is preparing to 
house Asian buffet-style restaurant ‘Todai”. An alter¬ 
ation that will affect the exterior of the mall was unani¬ 
mously approved by the Council.

the final totals, it wasn’t 
really close. 15,819 ballots 
were sent out, and 6,266 
were received back, which 
accounted for over 
$900,000 worth of assess¬ 
ments, or some 40% of the 
2.2 million.

“We work longer than that. We show up early, and if 
there are people waiting at 3:00, we take them late.” The 
roundups are put on by the County Sanitation District 
and the County Department of Public Works, and co¬ 
sponsored by the surrounding communities. Arcadia, 
Sierra Madre, and other local communities helped out 
with the promotion of the event, which was obviously a 
tremendous success in this instance. 

Aside from environmentally, one way in which cit¬ 
ies benefit from the program is with respect to AB939, 
the strict State law require cities to assume responsibil¬ 
ity for diverting waste streams (essentially, recycling). 
In addition to disposing of the materials, workers docu¬ 
ment everything they bring in, and also record the zip 
codes of those who arrive. If you bring in five tons of 
motor oil and you’re from Arcadia, that gets counted 
against the City’s waste stream. 

The count of cars was up to 1,200 by noon, and the 
pace tapered only slightly in the afternoon. What would 
become of these materials if they weren’t disposed of 
properly? Says Public Information Officer Greg Jowyk, 
‘There are basically three big illegal ways to dispose of 
this stuff. People put it in the trash where it fills up the 
landfills and creates a hazard. Other people will put it 
in the storm drain, where it goes to the ocean, and finally, 
some people put it in the ground, where it can contami¬ 
nate the water supply. 

70-80 trained, experienced workers were on hand, 
working in the sweltering heat in anti-contamination 
suits. The main materials brought to events such as this 
are paints and oils, but there are also pesticides, batter¬ 
ies, and other toxic substances, including “mystery flu¬ 
ids.” Chemists are on-site to identify unknown chemi¬ 
cals. 

What happens to the materials after people bring them 
in? An amazing 90-95% are recycled. Motor oil is re¬ 
refined. Oil-based paints are used as alternative fuels. 
Light colored paints are made into anti-graffiti paints and 
given to cities and non-profit organizations free of 
charge. Enough light colored paint was recovered from 
the Arcadia disposal to clean up a six-foot wall 50 miles 
long. 

Of the 5-10% of materials which cannot be recycled, 
in the process of treating it, 90% of its bulk is eliminated. 
Groner estimates that only 1/4(X) of the materials brought 
to the disposal site will end up at the landfill. 

So, what makes people do it? Jowyk says, “”I think 
there’s a growing awareness. People really care.” Groner 
agrees, adding, “It’s quality of life. It’s our beaches. It’s 
the future.” The County hosts disposals at various sites 
throughout the foothills several times each year, though 
only in Arcadia once a year. 

Altruism aside, fines for illegal disposal range up to 
$10,000 plus cleanup costs. Groner calls the cleanup 
costs “The real killer.” Joe Reilly is the Senior Engineer 
for the project, and the contractor for Saturday’s round 
up was Dan Thoma.son of Laidlaw Environmental Ser¬ 
vices, one of four contractors the County works with. 
The final statistics, from the County’s Don Avila, 
seemed to surprise even him. Said Avila, “People are 
amazing; they really want to do the right thing.” Satur¬ 
day saw 2,100 cars bring in 250 pounds of oil filters, 
2,050 gallons of oil, 180 gallons of antifreeze, 9,0(X) 
gallons of paint, 520 pounds of household batteries, 225 
drums of miscellaneous waste, and 332 car batteries. 
Totals from the 190 roundups since 1988 include 
239,386 cars, 24,963 pounds of oil filters, 394,190 gal¬ 
lons of oil, 32,364 gallons of antifreeze, 37,347 pounds 
of household batteries, 32,762 drums of miscellaneous 
waste, 32,524 car batteries, and an incredible 1,088,980 
gallons of paint. Stay tuned for the next local roundup 
if you missed this one!

St. Rita’s Parish 

The Bread of Life 

“I am the bread of life.” Sunday’s Gospel continues 
the eucharistic discourse of Jesus, begun a week ago. 

Jesus had crossed the lake again, coming back from the 
scene of the multiplication of the loaves and fishes at 
Tiberias to Capernaum. The crowd got into the boats 
and followed him there. Clearly fascinated by the ex¬ 
traordinary feeding of thousands of people by this pro¬ 
phetic and mysterious figure, the people act on their 
instinct and search more deeply into what has taken 
place. 

Jesus acknowledges their searching and tells them, 

“Very truly, I tell you, you are looking for me, not be¬ 
cause you saw signs, but because you ate your fill of the 
loaves.” People did not grasp the significance of the 
feeding, seeing it for what it clearly was on one level, 
physical nourishment. But they did not recognize this 
physical nourishment as the sign of something deeper, 
something even more substantial. 

So Jesus tells them, “Do not work for the food that 
perishes, but for the food that endures for eternal life, 
which the Son of Man will give you.’’ It is almost as 
though Jesus said to them, “Don’t you get it? Don’t you 
see this meal as a sign of a deeper nourishing, something 
that will last forever?” 

The sign is where we start, just as Jesus pointed to the 
sign of what he did in the multiplication at Tiberias. The 
sign is revelatory of further depths. The sign is the vis¬ 
ible manifestation of the invisible reality, namely, the 
substantial nourishment of God’s own life in the gift of 
Jesus. When we gather to celebrate the Eucharist, we 
continue the meal of Jesus. The sign of meal-sharing 
carries with it the deeper sharing which Jesus himself 
announced, “I am the bread of life.” 

Jesus very pointedly told the crowd that the food 
delivered to the hungry Israelites in the desert wilder- (626)570-6533 
ness was not the gift of Moses but the gift of God. Moses 
had made the point: “When the Israelites saw it, they 
said to one another, “What is it?” For they did not know 
what it was. Moses said to them, “It is the bread that 
the Lord has given you to eat.” In the same way, Jesus 
tries to teach the crowd at Capernaum and us as well that 
the meal-sharing “is the bread that Lord has given you 
to eat.” The eucharistic manna is precisely that: Bread 
that delivers the loving presence and nourishment of 
God’s own self!
